The losses caused under 
such conditions are ordinarily fully 
met b y funds set aside out of the earn­ 
ings of tlie b anks for just this pur­ 
pose and do not affect the depositors’ 
money. 
Ill the v ast majority of cases and 
in the ov erwhelming v olume of b usi­ 
ness inv olv ed the confidence of the 


w’as the greatest disintegration of 
human plans, 
economic 
conditions 
and worldly v alues ev er witnessed. 
These destructiv e changes cut right 
through the qualities and v alues of 
the loans and inv estments, the notes 
and securities in the b anks. Business 
men and manufacturers could not re­ 
pay their notes to the b anks as due. 
Many gov ernmental units and cor­ 
porations defaulted the payments on 
their b onds. Property underlying real 
estate mortgages b ecame worth less 
tta n the face of the mortgages. The 
market v alues of standard securities 
b ecame less than the b anks had paid 
for them as inv estments or accepted 
them at as collateral for loans. 
This meant, in fine, that the ab ility 
of b orrowers to carry out the future 
hopes, plans and good intentions that 
I hav e defined ab ov e as the b asis of 
credit, had b ecome impaired to a far 
greater extent than had ev er b efore 
occurred in the nation’s history. The 
resulting losses could not b e ab sorb ed 
b y the b anks alone out of the normal­ 
ly ample funds that had b een set 
b ankers in their customers and the ; aside against the expectancy of a cer- 
confidence of the customers in their 
own ab ility to carry out their plans 
and ob ligations tc successful conclu­ 
sions are wholly justified. This is the 
normal 
economic 
situation 
under 
which credit adds to the welfare and 
progress of society. 


The Faith of the Banks 
Such was the structure of hopes, 
good intentions and common confi­ 
dence in one another that existed 
among all classes of the nation’s com­ 
munity life w'hen the series of eco­ 
nomic shocks b egan to shake the na­ 
tion’s social fab ric in 19 29 . The people 
had deposited b illions of dollars with 
the b anks b ecause they had confidence 
in them. The b anks had loaned large 
v olumes of those deposits on farm and 
home mortgages and on notes of man- 
u?acturers, b usiness men and finance 
concerns, and had inv ested in the 
standard securities of the nation’s 
corporations, state and local gov ern­ 
mental units and the national gov ern­ 
ment itself, b ecause they had confi­ 
dence in the citizenship and the b usi­ 
ness conditions of the nation. 
Their mortgage and other loans to 
ow’iiers of farms aggregated ?6,500,- 
000,000. Loans on urb an real estate 
were ?4,000,000,000. Loans to indi­ 
v iduals secured b y U. S. Gov ernment, 
municipal and corporate securities 
totalled $11,000,000,000. Loans to in­ 
dustrial and commercial enterprises 
in connection with the product)'^' and 
distrib ution of the nation’.« infinite 
v arieties of goods amounted to almost 
$19 ,500,000,000. Inv estments in Fed­ 
eral, State and municipal b onds were 
almost $6,000,000,000, and in corpo­ 
rate securities $11,000,000,000. 
This great credit structure was 
b uilt while the country was at peace, I 


tain inev itab le percentage of human 
plans gone wTong. 


Banks Showed All Reasonable Care 
It was in loans and inv estments 
whose v alues thus b ecame so unfore- 
seeab ly impaired, that the b anks. In 
all confidence, in all good faith, in all 
humanly reasonab le care and good 
judgment had entrusted the b illions 
of dollars of deposits customers en­ 
trusted to them. 
Those loans and inv estments were, 
under all normal conditions, as good 
as gold itself. 
Indeed, if the b anks 
instead had filled their v aults with 
gold b ars, and then some unknown 
cosmic ray had transmuted them into 
lead, the results would hav e b een 
scarcely more startling than the de­ 
preciation that was caused in the 
assets of the b anks b y the unforesee­ 
ab le economic forces which permeated 
and deb ased them. 
The 
inev itab le 
result 
mas that, 
when the b anks urgently needed the 
money they had entrusted to those 
assets, so that they could meet the un­ 
reasoning demands of their depos­ 
itors, they could not get it b ack. 
It was not that our b anking system 
and methods were of themselv es weak 
or reprehensib le, apart from the rest 
of the life of the nation, as has b een 
made to appear. 
It was not that our b anks w’ere per­ 
meated with incompetency or dis­ 
honesty or with lower standards of 
b usiness ethics than were the other 
forms of human activ ity with which 
their own fate and activ ities were in­ 
extricab ly interwov en, as, it almost 
seemed at tini3s, there was a con­ 
certed national conspiracy to lead our 
people to b eliev e.

The yo ung salmo n are hatched in 
abo ut ninety days and remain in the 
o ld streams and mo untain lakes 
until their first spring. 
They are 
abo ut two inches lo ng by this time, 
o ld eno ugh to begin their travels to 
the sea. 
There fo llo ws a yo uth 
chuck full o f excitement and adven­ 
ture. 
Do wn stream they travel, 
always during the -night, pro tected 
by the darkness fro m their natural 
enemies, the tro ut and the sea gaJie. 
When they reach the o cean they 
disappear, and no o ne kno ws where 
they spend the next few years. 
That's mystery number o ne. 
It 
Is 
o nly after two to seven years, de­ 
pending o n the species, that instinct 
co mpels the matured salmo n to 
return, 
so metimes 
tho usands 
o f 
miles, to the stream o f its o rigin. 
The pink salmo n begin their trek 
ho me when they are two years, and 
the red salmo n when they are five. 
Full gro wn, they make their way 
to the spawning gro unds, entering ■ 
the same river in which they were j 


hatched, l he family residence o f 
the salmo n never changes thro ugh 
the jear.s. 
If, tho usands o f years 
ago . a certain salmo n was bo rn o n a 
tributary o f the Yuko n in Alaska. 
Its children are using the same 
stream fo r the nursery to day. Divert 
the stream o r dam its channel and a 
salmo n family dies. 
There is no 
such thing as a fo rwarding address 
fo r a salmo n. 
He may leave ho me 
but he never mo ves it. But the mys­ 
tery still remains: *‘Ho w do es he 
find his way back to the ho me 
stream?” Like the ho ming pigeo n, 
he kno ws by instinct. 
Yo u can determine the age o f a 
salmo n by the rings o n each scale. 
They resemble the rings o n the 
cro ss sectio n o f the bark o f a tree, 
in the case o f the salmo n, several 
rings are fo rmed each year. During 
the summer the rings are mo re 
widely spaced than In the winter, 
when the ish gro ws mo re slo wly. 
Fro m the o uter edge o f o ne gro up 
o f winter rings to the o uter edge o f 
the next gro up o f winter rings rep­ 
resents a year in the life o f the fish. 
And no w that we have learned 
so mething abo ut the life o f the 
salmo n, here Is a sandwich spread 
in which salmo n plays the principal 
ro le.
